* MICHIGAN AND ARKANSAS.. 

The City was amazed yesterday morn- 
ing, on awakening, to see the flag of the 
House of Representatives still flying. 

'I’hn House h id been in travail through- 
out the nig'it, in committee of the whole, 
to give birth to .Michigan and .Arkansas. 

About midnight, Michigan was delivered 
from the bands of the doctors of the op- 
position, who, under pretence of seeing 
that it came right into the world, were 
in truth laboring to postpone and defeat 
the means of giving it existence. Aftei-| 
all the obstacles thus presented were, inj 
succession, put down, the same sort of 
warfare was made against Arkansas. 

It will be seen that Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Slade, of the abolition faction, tried 
to press the Alissocri question upon Ar- 
kansas, and thus appeal to the sectional 
feeling of the north, so as to excite the 
old fend wh ch had endangered the Un- 
ion. Blit the democrats of the north 
frowned upon this factious attempt. They' 
united with llieir dem icratic brethren in 
the south, to vote down all the incendiary 
movements. It was to effect this patrio- 
tic purpose that it became necessary to 
sit Ihrooghoiit the night, and conquer 
the opposition by giving them time to 
break themselves down by the process ' 
of bodily exbauslion. 'I'he previous ques- 
tion could not be called to stop debate, as 
it was in the committee of the whole; 
and JMr. IVise, it will be seen, proclaimed 
in ihe House that he bad it in his power, 
and he was resolved to speak until the 
special order of the succeeding day 
should come up; the effect of whfeh he 
supposed would be to cut off final action 
o.T the Arkansas bill. Ho kept his word, 
nud like his friend Graves, who spoke 
the North Carolina question into Sunday, 
he held out to the hour, which he sup- 
posed would Compel tke committee to rise 
Jind leave the question of Arkansas un- 
disposed of. lie spoke m.uny hours a- 
gain.st lime, to reach the goa.' he had in 
view — the hour when the Speaker usual-1 
ly, under the rules, takes the ch»;ir to' 
open the busitiG.ss of the day. When Mr 
Wise reached this hour, ho called for the’ 

Speaker; the Speaker rose in his place 
in the Hall, poiiiled to the first rule of 
the House, u Inch says, “//c shall take 
the chair every day precisely at the hour 
to which the Ilouse shall have adjourned 
on the preceding day j'— and saiil that asi 
the House had not adjourned on the pre-' 
ccing d ly to the usual hour, but liad held 
a continuous session, he could' not, a 
gainst the expressed will of Ihejiody 
which, in Committee of the Whole, had 
refused ‘o rise, take the chair and put an 
end to the functions of the committee. 

This course, though exclaimed against, 

was supported by the case of the con- serve six ,ears, yet, according to the

Tlie effect of the committee rising, 
still leaving the Arkans-us bill pending, 
and subject to amendment and debate in 
committee of the whole, would have been 
to renew, during the next week, the 
scenes of the present one. Arkansas 
would have been lelt with a millstone of 
opposition still swung upon its eeek, 
without any hope of deliverance ftopi it, 
but by renewing the attempt to set it out i 
which, if Rlr. Wise’s plan had succeed 
ed, would have been again and again de 
fealed by speeches against time, bring 
ing it within'ihe scope of other special or- 
ders of the House. As the session is 
now drawing to a close, this was looked 
to as the only way of defeating the right 
of the States, entitled to a place in the 
Union, from obtaining that right, so as to 
exert it in the next Presidential election. 
This was the motive which induced the 
joint effort of the abolitionists and nuli- 
fiers to deprive two States of their most 
unquestionable rights, and whole object 
for which this species of chicane has 
been pul in^praclice, has been to exclude 
great masses of|freenien from the elective 
franchise, }h the choice of the Chief Ma- 
gistrate; and to accomplish this, they 
were ready to sacrifice every other sub- 
ordinate interest of two powerful coin- 
muniiics. 

Upon all the voles on the dilatory 
amendments, on the committees rising 
and on adjournments, the abolitionists 
and nullifiors were seen voting toge 
liter. The nllra.s of both ends of the op- 
position clung together throughout, while 
friends of the administration and Mr. 
Van Buren adhered with equal persever- 
ance and zeal to the support of both Ihe 
northern and Ihe southern States. 'I'hev 
considered them twins, and were resolv- 
ed that the same session would witne.^s 
their deliverance from the committee. 
They succeeded. Next Monday, wo 
predict, will add two new stars to Ihe 
banner of Ihe Union. 

General Speight, who presided in the 
chair on this trying occassion, distin- 
guished himself for the patient, firm and 
able manner in wliicb lie discharged its 
responsible dniie.s. 

We trust that the inflexible i!e:ermina- 
tion with w liicb the republican majority 
maintained its purpose, will convince 
the agitators llial nothing is to be gained 
by these attempts to mar Ihe luisiness of 
the session, but their own defeat and dis- 
gi ace, and it is better for all that it should 
goon qiiie ly and comfortably hereafter.

GEN. HARRISON. 

'I'he lion. Sherod Williams of Ken- 
tucky, has addressed the sham Hero a 
sliirtg of interrogatories, relative to the 
Distrihntion bill, the United States Bank 
and the Expunging resolutions, requir- 
ing to each a ‘frank, plain and full an- 
swer.’ Gen Harrison rep ied in a long 
verbose and flimsy letter; expressed his 
full determination to go the extreme 
length for the party, upon the first and 
last subjects — but upon the second he 
goos neither with the parly nor against 
it— choosing rather to be a little on one 
side and a little on the other. We hi re 
quote so much of Iho letter as gives his 
sentiments upon the bank sqbjeci ; 

“ The question then for me to answer,is, 
whether, under the circumstances yon 
state, if elected to the office of President 
I would sign an act to charter ano- 
ther bank, I answer, I would, if it were 
clearly ascertained that the public inter- 
est in relation to the collection and dis- 
bursement of the revenue would ma- 
terially suffer without one, and there 
were unequivocal manifestions of public 
opinion in its favor. I think, however, 
tlie experiment should he fairly tried, to 
us ertain whether the financial opera- 
tions ol the Government cannot be ns 
well carried on without, the aid of a na- 
tional bunk. It it is not necessary for that 
purpose, it does not appear to me that 
one can I e constitutionally chartered. 
There is no construction which I can 
give the constitution which would au- 
thorize it, on the ground of affording 
facilities to c nimerce.” 

The profound political wisdom, the 
stalesmanlike sentiments, and above all 
tlie clear and logical coitstniclion of Iho 
paragraph, must strike the reader at first 
glance; and if he lias hitherto, been so 
skeptical as to doubt the validity of Gen. 
Harrison’s claims to the Presidential 
seat, the above must end them. Wfio 
before has ever entertained such a lucid 
conception of the nature of our constitu- 
tion ! 

The two grounds upon which the cs- 
tablishmentofa national bank is justified, 
by Ibis clear-sighted, clear-headed poli- 
tician, are, the fact that Ihe public in 
terest would suffer materiallv without 
one, and “unequivocal manifestations of 
public opinion in favor of it.”

Onr Navy in commission will amount, 
with the appropriations for its increase 
already voted in Congress, to two ships 
of the line, seven frigates, fourteen 
sloops, and seven smaller vessels. In a 
year this force might be extended to e- 
leven ships of tho line, eighteen frigates, 
fifteen sloops, and ten smaller vessels. 

Here we see how great is the disparity 
between our available naval force and 
that of England and France. There is 
no corresponding disparity between the 
relative amounts of property needing 
protection on the high seas. The pro- 
perty of England afloat may be estima- 
ted at from five to six hundred millions 
of dollars: that of France, in her own 
bottoms, at less than three hundred mil- 
lions; and that of the United Slates at 
more than four hundred millions. Eng- 
land has one hundred and sixty five ihun 
sand seamen; France claims sixty-six 
thousand; and we have one hundred 
thousand.

Extract of a letter received in this city, dated 
Augustine, May 24 — at night. 

“The paasengers from the west by to-night’s 
stage report, that the Indians had attacked Ir- 
winton. They had a hard light, 40 whites killed 
and 100 to 200 Indians, and one Indian Chief 
taken prisoner. The account is believed to be 
true ”

FROM FLORIDA DIRECT. 

By the arrival yesterday of the schr. Motion, 
Capt. Willey, from Jacksonville, East Florida, 
we leArii that. the Indians were still committing 
depredations, and had advanced two miles of 
.Mandarin, situated on the St. John’s. They 
have killed some cattle belooging to Mr. Hick- 
man, and had deslioyed the houses belonging to 
Mr. Mottee, a highly respectable gentleman hum 
New Yoik, whom they killed and scalped. AH 
the planters within tlie vicinity were removing to 
Mandarin, leaving their fields with the crop grow- 
ing. The probability is, they will ere long de- 
ttrny all the settlements on the St John's river.

Conk has been very cnnspicnous dur- 
ing the struggle, and is eminently in the coiifi. 
deuce of the General. He was the first to vol- 
unteer, when the question was put, who would 
lead the attack against -San Antonio. His en- 
tire cnm|iany surrounded him and crie l, “Long 
live oiir gallant Captain.’’ He was afteiwards! 
promoted, and was in Ihe lliickest of (he fight, 
which resulted so gluriously for the cause of Tex 
as and and freedom. He tells me, that Santa 
Anna is now a prisoner at Velaaco — also General 
Cos, and about forty others of the most distin- 
guished Mexican officers. He slept beside .Santa 
Anna for three nights, as his guard thinks him 
brave and skilful General, and much resembling 
our great South Carolinian, John C. Calhoun. 
When the iMixicaii General was discovered, he 
« as disguised ns a sailor — when brought inlo tlie 
presence of the 'Texan General, he extended hia 
hand and remarked, (after having compared him- 
self, in point of military fame, to Ihe great Nopo- 
leon) ’that the General,wiiohad vanquished San- 
ta Anna, was a man horn to no common destiny.” 
Gen. Houston was shot through the leg, just 
above the ancle, at the very onset — he was on 
horsehatk and coiiiiiined at his duty, nniwiih 
standing his wound which was very severe. There 
is great rejoicing here, in honor of the gallant 
hero, who has certainly displayed no ordinary 
sagacity in the manner in which lie has conducted 
tills war, from beginning lo end. Cook has re- 
ceived a grant of 16,000 anesof the best land in 
tin; rou.'iiry.

A gentleman of high respectability, ar- 
rived last evening in ihi<s cilv, infurins^ 
us that Joseph Baker, formei'ly editor of 
the Telegraph, printed at Sau Felipe, 
having been sent, after the battle of San 
Jacinto, to the Mexican army, left the 
division under the command of Felasula, 
nt the Colerado, on the Nth inst. 

“ Felascia observed to Mr. Baker, that 
as General Santa Anna was a prisoner, 
he did not acknowledge liiin ns general 
of the forces then in the field, but would 
recognise him as President of the Mexi- 
can nation, and as such would obey his 
order lo withdraw the troops, and would 
execute it as soon us passible. 

“He said he had nodoubt hut Congress 
would acknowledge the independence of 
Texas, for it was a country the Mexican 
people did not want ; and although it has 
been explored and known to them for one 
hundred and fifty year.', and though a 
good coiinirv for the agrictilluralisl, il 
was not one adap'ed to the habits of the 
Mexican people, there being too many 
flies and miisqnitoes for the convenien- 
ces of raising stock. 

lie acjtnowledged that Ihe present 
campaign in Texas has terminated to the 
great disgrace of Mexico — that the cruel 
massacre of Colonel Fanin’e division was 
anjiislitiable, and would meet wilh the 
jast indignation of the civilized world. 
He further .said, that the invasion of Tex- 
as was alone projected wild carried on by 
the ambition of Santa Anna; that had it 
not been for this, Texas would have been 
admitted a Stale ol the Mexican Repub- 
lic at the time she made the application, 
through her agent, Gen. S. F. Austin, in 
1833, and at this time would have had a 
local government suited to lier wants.
